O’Connell testified he was ap- 
proached in Chicago by Martinez 
and Fields Dec. 5, 1945, and of- 
fered a job as “front man” in run- 
ning a New Mexico political cam- 
paign. Martinez handed him $500 
in five $100 bills, he said, but he 
returned it when he realized that 
Martinez and Fields were pri- 
marily interested in the Garsson 
case instead of politics. 

Mead, renewing the committee’s 
invitation to May to appear “vol- 
untarily” any time this week, an- 
nounced that investigators still 
were attempting to “subpena” 
Fields, who he said was reportedly 
away on “an extended trip.”

In Paris James Byrnes continues to grow. 

Even in Washington his critics, watching Paris 

have begun to make new estimates of the South 

Carolinian. American prestige is growing in Europe because of him. 

He saw early two important facts. 

One, that while there would always be a clash between the 
United States and Russia on political, or ideological grounds, that 
if any imperialistic movement by Russia could be defined, or 
given boundaries, other problems could be resolved. 

Two, that if this nation wished, as it surely did, to place its 
democratic idea of life and government in the field of European 
politics, this nation must be scrupulously fair and plain in its 
position, but firm. 

This he has done. 

It has not been easy. It 
to possess a foreign policy. 

The persons who speak so eloquently on the subject, bemoaning 
the fact we have no fully expressed and definite foreign policy, are 
either entirely hypocritical or ignorant of obvious facts. 

This nation can have no such foreign policy without the ap- 
proval and consent of Congress. 

Congress sways in the winds of public opinion and pressures. 
forgetting its own vaporings.

oo An example is the British loan. The loan to 
British Loan Britain, which is not so much a loan to Britain 
as it is a key to unlock world trade; remove the various road blocks 
of international currency, and restore the economy of nations which 
want to go along in the democratic parade, is not yet passed. It 
has not been passed because of fear it could not be passed. 

It is being opposed, ironically enough, by many of the loudest 
critics of the administration’s foreign policy—those who demand we 
have a firm and definite policy. 

The British loan is the fuel we must pour into our foreign policy 
motor. Until it is approved our foreign policy cannot function as 
we want it. 

There are many other examples. 

Mr. Byrnes knows the people of this country want America to 
be tough, or at least to be aggressive in representing our opinions, 


Irony Bit he also knows, and Russia also knows, that we have 
delayed Selective Service; that we allowed our Army to 
be almost abolished; that today our Air Force, Navy and Army is 
not a first-rate force, 

Teddy Roosevelt said, “Speak softly but carry a big stick.” 

Americans want Mr. Byrnes to ‘‘speak loudly but carry a pony 
whip.” 

The Russians know this better than we. Our own domestic Com- 
munists assisted it by joining loudly in the demand to “bring the 
boys home.” Harry Bridges and Joe Curran, of our seamen and 
longshoremen unions, were among the loudest. Never once was 
there any demand that Russia send her boys home. The Commu- 
nist line was to get our men out of Europe—leave it to the Russians. 

In the face of reality and our own system, there still are those 
who ask for a “definite policy.” 


Soviet In Paris, Molotov hammers away at the Soviet plan. It 

is to solidify the Soviet position, her boundaries of ex- 
pansion, and to obtain, or secure the doorway for later opening, 
into the Mediterranean. . 

It begins to appear that when, and if, Stalin dies it will be 
this man, .Vlacheslav Skriabin, who will take his place. Known 
early in the revolution as Stalin’s shadow, he took a pseudonym, 
“Molotov.” It means hammer. Up from extreme:»poverty in youth, 
lacking almost any formal education, he has, like many another 
Soviet political and journalistic figure, made himself into one of 
the world’s better informed men. 

The Soviet government, flexing its new and powerful muscles, 
has moved to expel from Austria all Germans and Nazi sympa- 
thizers. 

Hitler sought to link them with his slogan, “Ein Reich, Ein Volk, 
Ein Fuehrer.”’ (One government, one people, one leader.) 

But, more important, and disappointing, the Soviet government 
has seized 75 percent of the industrial capacity of Austria. This will 
mean an even tighter control of Austria than one by armed forces. 

It means, too, that the Soviets, woefully behind other world 
powers in present productive capacity, is determined to have it. It 
probably means the Soviets, except for the Mediterranean, are 
making ready to agree to the peace treaty plans. 

James Byrnes has stood firm, but with scrupulous regard for 
whatever is just in Russia’s demand. The peace treaty, when and 
if the 21 nations meet, will be another meeting of vast differences. 

America, herself vast and free, begins to feel better about the 
future with so much of it in the hands of James Byrnes. 

If Molotov means “hammer,” many are thinking of Byrnes as
